Dear Melinda, Leaves contain 
three chemicals which give them 
colour; chlorophyll (green), 
xanthophyll (yellow) and carotene 
(orange). Chlorophyll is the 
substance which allows the plant 
to gain nourishment from sunlight 
by a process called photosynthesis 
During the summer it dominates 
the leaves, but in the winter, the
